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MINUTES 

OP THE 

SEVENTY-FIRST ANNUAL SESSION OF THE SOUTH 
CAROLINA CONFERENCE OF THE METHODIST 
EPISCOPAL CHURCH, SOUTH. 

HELD IN CHARLESTON, S. C., BEGINNINGS ON WEDNESDAY 
MORNING, DECEMBER 1st, 1858. 



The Conference met, December 1st, at nine o’clock, A. M., in 
Trinity Church, Hasell-street, and was opened with reading the 
X!xi. chapter of the Gospel of St. John, and singing the 199tb 
Hymn — 

‘ To God, the only wUe. 

Our Saviour and our King” — 

and Prayer ; th I services conducted by Rev. James O. Andrew, 
Presiding Bishop. 

The Secretary of the last Conference called the roll, and one 
hundred and ten members answered to their names. 

F. Ashury Mood was elected Secretary and Osgood A. Darby, 
Assistant. 

Nine o’clock, A. M., and half-past one o’clock. P. M., were 
fixed as the hours of meeting and adjourning, and the usual 
committees appointed for the session. The Conference con- 
tinued its sessions during Thursday, Friday, Saturday, Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday following, being opened 
daily with the customary religious services. 

After answering the regular Disciplinary Questions, the re- 
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ception of the reports of the various literary and benevolent 
institutions connected with the Conference and the other usual 
business of the Conference had been transacted, the appoint- 
ments of the preachers for the ensuing year were announced 
and the Conference adjourned with the Benediction from the 
Bishop on Thursday afternoon, at one o’clock.

Question XIV. What Preachers have died during the past year ? 

Rev. John A. Minick was born in Newberry, S. C., 4th June, 
1811. Converted to God, August, 1829. Licensed to preach, 
December, 1835. Admitted on trial in the South Carolina Con- 
ference, January, 1837, and appointed to the Greenville Circuit. 
In Dec., 1837, Union ; in ’38, Waccamaw circuit ; in ’39, Pee 
Dee. In the year 1840 he was appointed to the Waccamaw 
Neck Mission, in which field of labor he was continued until 
1854 — that year sent to Columbia Ct. In 1855 and ’56 he served 
the Liberty Chapel mission ; and in 1857 reappointed to the 
Waccamaw Neck mission ; where, on the morning of the 26th 
February, he suddenly died. The day before he complained 
somewhat of indisposition, but nothing serious was apprehended. 
Towards morning he awoke his wife, struggling for breath. 
Assistance was sought, but ere it reached him he had ceased 
to breathe. 

Our brother was no ordinary missionary. His ministry for 
nearly sixteen years in the same field of labor attests his worth, 
and the confidence reposed in him by his brethren. 
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Deeply impressed with the importance of his station, there 
was no shrinking from its responsibilities ; and the vigor and 
freshness of his ministry — where there was so little of human 
applause to stimulate — proves that his heart was in the work. 

As a catechist he excelled. “Apt to teach,” he labored to 
simplify the truth, and fix it in the heart as well as the memory 
of the catechumens. Nor was he wanting in pastoral duty, 
ready always to admonish or encourage : in many a negro cabin 
has he prayed with the sick and dying, and spoken cheering 
words of the better land and blessed Saviour. 

None were too high to be uninfluenced by his godly life ; none 
too low to be overlooked in his discharge of duty ; he won the 
confidence of the master, and the abiding affection of the slave. 

But his work on earth is done. So suddenly was he removed, 
there were no last w r ords of parting, indicative of his state of 
mind ; but could he have spoken, his consistent life assures us 
that he would have been another witness to the truth, that “The 
Gospel is the power of God unto salvation to every one that 
believeth.” 



Frederick Rush was born in Orangeburg District, S. C., the 
4th June, 1802, and was converted to God in 1813, in the elev- 
enth year of his age. In 1825 he was licensed to preach. In 
1829 he was admitted on trial in the S. C. Conference, and ap- 
pointed to the Hollow Creek Circuit ; in 1830 he traveled the 
Congaree circuit. In 1831 he was admitted into full connection, 
ordained Deacon, and reappointed to the Congaree circuit. In 
1832 he was on Cypress circuit; and, in 1833 / , he was ordained 
Elder, and appointed to Cooper River circuit; in 1834 he was on 
Wateree mission; in 1835 on the Black River circuit; in 1836, 
Santee circuit; 1S37, Newberry; 1838 and ’39, Black River cir- 
cuit. At the close of this year he located. In 1852 he was re- 
admitted ; and for the years ’52 and ’53 had charge of the Black 
Mingo mission. In 1854 he served the Cheraw mission; in 1855 
he was on the Edgefield circuit, and in 1856 on the Lexington 
circuit. For the year 1857 he sustained the relation of a super- 
annuated preacher, but labored for the greater part of the year 
at a mission chapel in Columbia. At the last Conference he 
was appointed in charge of the Ashepoo mission. In all these 
appointments Brother Rush did faithful service to the Church. 
Early this year Bro Rush entered upon his work ; was well re- 
ceived by the patrons of the mission, and was making such 
arrangements as would in future be of essential advantage to 
the mission, when the hand of disease was laid upon him. On 
the 2d x\ugust he was taken with bilious fever, and on the Satur- 
day following with a congestive chill, from which he never 
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recovered. During the first part of his illness seeing his daugh- 
ter weeping, he said to her, “Do not weep for me, my peace 
was made with God before you were born : I am ready.” At 
another time he said, “If I had not made the necessary prepara- 
tion before, I could not do it now; that has all been attended to, 
and I have no fear.” On Sunday, the 8th August, about 12 M., 
he died. Bro. Rush was a good, plain, sensible preacher, and 
sometimes his ministry told with fine effect upon his hearers, 
and many, no doubt, in the day of eternity, will rise up and call 
him blessed. 



William English Boone was born Jan. 11 , 1830 , in Fayette- 
ville, N. C., where his parents still reside. He was blessed 
with religious training, and was converted in 1846 under the 
ministry of Rev. W. G. Connor, who was then stationed in 
Fayetteville. After having passed through the regular course 
of literary studies at the Cokesbury Conference School, with 
high credit in every respect, he entered the S. C. Conference in 
December, 1850 , and spent his first year of itinerant labor on 
Wadesboro’ Circuit. In 1852 he was on Newberry circuit; in 
’53 on Yorkville station ; in ’ 54 , Marion-street station, Columbia ; 
and ’ 55 , ’56 and 57 he was stationed at St. James and Spring- 
street, Charleston. In 1858 he was sent to Aiken, where he 
closed his life and labors together, Oct. 29 of the same year. 

Bro. Boone’s conversion was clear : the change effected in his 
character complete ; and though he was subjected to many 
temptations and trials, he never lost his first love. He was one 
of the most holy and conscientious men among us — devoted 
himself with untiring zeal to the work of God — and is held in 
grateful and affectionate remembrance by the people among 
whom he labored. Having thus lived the life of a perfect and 
upright man, his end was peace. So much had our brother 
endeared himself to the community at Aiken by his purity and 
Christian zeal, that although bis disease was of such a nature 
that he left but little dying testimony, his death produced a pro- 
found and general sensation, and resulted, in all probability, in 
the salvation of some souls for whom he had faithfully labored. 
His last declaration of pious confidence was, “The Lord is good.”

SOUTH CAROLINA CONFERENCE MISSIONARY SOCIETY, 

AUXILIARY TO THE MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF THE METHODIST 
EPISCOFAL CHURCH, SOUTH. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article I. This Society shall be denominated “ The Missionary 
Society of the South Carolina Conference, Auxiliary to the Mis- 
sionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South.” 

Article II. The object of this Society shall be to assist the 
Parent Society to extend its Missionary labors in the United 
States and elsewhere. 

Article III. The business of this Society shall be conducted 
by a President, two Vice-Presidents, a Recording and Corres- 
ponding Secretarjq Treasurer and nine Managers, who shall be 
.annually elected by the Society, all of whom shall be members 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Article I v . At all meetings of the Board of Managers it shall 
require five members to form a quorum. 

Article V. The Board shall have authority to make By-Laws 
for regulating its own proceedings ; and shall annually submit 
a report of its transactions and funds to the Society ; and shall 
inform the Conference of the state of its funds. 

Article VI. The Treasurer shall hold the funds of the Societv, 
subject to the Drafts of the Bishop, in accordance with the* 
Second Article of the Constitution. 

Article VII. Each subscriber paying $1 annually shall be a 
member of this Society; and the* payment of $10 shall con- 
stitute a member for life. 

Article VIII. The Annual Meeting of this Society shall be 
held sometime during the session of the Conference, at the dis- 
cretion of the Board of Managers. 

Article IN. The President, Vice-Presidents, Secretary and 
Treasurer shall be ex officio members of the Board of Managers. 

Article X. At all the meetings of the Society, the President, 
or in his absence, one of the Vice-Presidents, or in the absence* 
of both Vice-Presidents, such member as shall be appointed by 
the meeting shall preside. J 

Article XI. The Minutes of each meeting of the Society shall 
be signed by the President and Recording Secretary. 

Article XII. The Constitution shall not be altered but by a 
vote of two-thirds of the Annual Conference, at the recommen- 
dation of the Board of Managers. 
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BY-LAWS. 

I. The Managers shall meet annually, at such places as may 
be appointed for the Annual Conference, on the day previous to 
its sitting. 

II. At all meetings of the Board the President, or in his ab- 
sence, the Vice-President, or President pro tem., shall take the 
chair at the hour appointed ; shall preserve order, and appoint 
committees ; and shall, also, have authority to appoint extra 
meetings of the Board. 

III. The Secretary shall keep a correct journal of the minutes 
and proceedings of the Board, and attend all its sittings when 
practicable ; and, in case of absence, transmit the record of the 
Board to the place of meeting. 

IV. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to keep a correct 
account of receipts and expenditures, which shall be submitted 
with the necessary vouchers to an auditing committee to be ap- 
pointed by the Board at each annual meeting. 

V. The Board shall hold a meeting on a day not later than 
the seventh of the Conference sessions, at which the Treasurer 
shall be required to furnish a statement of the funds ; and the 
Board shall thereupon notify the Presiding Bishop of the amount 
for which Drafts may be made the ensuing year. 

The South Carolina Conference Missionary Society held its 
anniversary on Saturday evening, Dec. 4th, 1858, W. M. Wight- 
man, D.D., the President, in the Chair. The Annual Report of 
the Board of Managers was read by J. Stacy, as follows : 

The Board of Managers of the Missionary Society of the 
South Carolina Conference, beg leave respectfully to" present 
their Annual Report. 

1 hese public occasions, in which the Church joins with her 
Missionaries in joyous devotions, are stand points where the 
past, present and future may be viewed in striking contrast, 
furnishing an opportunity for profitable observation. 

Notwithstanding the age of this Society does not render it 
venerable, yet the principles it inculcates are coeval with Jesus 
Christ. And the fortunes through which these principles have 
passed, furnish the Church an instructive lesson. 

The retrospect, it is true, has its dark as well as its bright 
providential cloud overhanging it. The Missionaries of Christ 
have been called to suffer in all ages. Apostles have suffered 
martyrdom ; flourishing churches have been disbanded ; pro- 
vinces won to Christianity have lapsed into idolatry ; the Cres- 
cent has superseded the Cross in the « Holy City” itself; while 
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the efforts of the Church to trench upon the dominion of sin 
have been only partially successful. Well chosen mission sta- 
tions, occupied for a season, have been abandoned ; while the 
civil arm has been uplifted against the “ Lord’s anointed,” and 
boih the missionary and his household, have been slain by the 
sword. 

The same power which has permitted the Church to pass 
through ordeals like these, sutlers her still to experience sad re- 
verses. When she essays the conversion of the heathen world, 
idolatry frowns defiance. While she dispenses the Word of 
Life in Christendom, the multitude is clenched in the hand of 
unbelief and seems contented, and those who send up the Mace- 
donian cry, call for aid in vain. The Church, defective in zeal — 
or being somewhat parsimonious— blinks her obligations, and 
withholds the means ot sending the Word of Life to those who 
are ready to perish. And faith finds a further trial in the fact, 
that, occasionally, death is permitted to thin the ranks of those 
already in the field. 

Still, a righteous God governs the world and holds the Church 
in his own right hand. And he has invested the Gospel with a 
measure of aggressive energy equal to the task of the world’s 
eonversion. Its progress — like the motions of the spheres, 
though noiseless, is rapid — with the end aimed at always in 
view, and Omnipotence pledged to effectuate it. Here faith 
plants itself and falters not. 

The guide-pillar of Israel was bright as well as dark. The 
prophet’s prayer called into a brazen sky a hand-like cloud 
which spread with imperial sweep in a trice athwart the royal 
realm ; so the Gospel — despite the malice of devils and the 
diplomacy of corrupted civil powers — is destined to overspread 
the globe. The past success of the Gospel pledges its final 
triumph. Notwithstanding thousands of those to whom our 
missionaries preach are unpromising subjects, yet they can be 
saved, for the Gospel they have is the “ power ot God unto salva- 
tion to every one that believeth.” With unfaltering confidence 
in the efficiency of the Gospel of Christ, this Society commenced 
its operations about thirty years ago. Human sagacity could 
not foresee the magnitude of the enterprise ; nor can we yet de- 
termine how these plans and labors shall wind up. If, in thirty 
years, our Society has multiplied into twenty-four, and three hun- 
dred church members have increased to almost half as many 
thousands, with a proportionate increase in the number of cate- 
chumens, what shall be the result of continued vigorous effort ? 
A light may be kindled on our river deltas which shall illumine a 
distant Continent and show its benighted inhabitants the way to 
heaven ! Whatever may be the ultimate designs of an all-wise 



God respecting this work, there can be no doubt respecting his 
providential care over it. 

It is known that most of these missions are located in the 
most unhealthy portions of the State of South Carolina, where 
the white man is considered in imminent peril for several months 
in the year, and where the negro constitution, with its natural 
adaptabilities to the climate, is often overmatched by the ma- 
lignant miasma. It is known too that our Episcopacy in select- 
ing men for this peculiar work, is often compelled to remove a 
man from a salubrious climate to these sickly regions, where 
the missionary and his family reside both i^summer and winter. 
Human wisdom, calculating upon the certain death of the mis- 
sionary and his household, would render a verdict against the 
economy of the Church and the Episcopal administration. But 
an intelligent faith in the promise of God will justify and sus- 
tain both. 

It is a significant fact that while there have been five hundred 
and fifty appointments of men to this work, in connection with 
this Society since its commencement, only seven have died 
while engaged in it. 

It is noteworthy, however, that the God of Missions has, 
either for the trial of our faith or some wise purpose, permitted 
death occasionally to remove the faithful missionary from “the 
fields already white unto the harvest.” 

The flush of joy usually felt by the members of this Society 
on these jubilant occasions, suffers at this moment no small 
measure of abatement. Two of our brethren, long known as 
faithful ministers and zealous members of this Society, have 
been gathered to their final home during the year now closing. 
John A. Minnick — a model missionary— meets with us no more ! 
He has gone to reap his reward. And the faithful Frederick 
Rush having finished his work, has exchanged the mission neld, 
with its sufferings and toils, for the land of rest and the “ crown 
of righteousness.” But we will rejoice still ! The heart swells 
with deep and sorrowful emotions, and the tear-drops fill our 
eyes ; yet, trusting in the God of Missions, we will brush away 
the tears and address ourselves with manly vigor to the work 
before us. 

The Foreign, German and Indian Missions have been placed 
under the control of the Parent Board. This Society has, how- 
ever, always felt a deep interest in this department of our mis- 
sionary work, and has contributed annually a generous portion 
of its funds to sustain those missions. 

While the object of our Society is mainly to supply the 
destitute colored population within our Conference District 
with the Word of Life, the Board has not been unmindful of 
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the claims of the white population in the thinly settled sections 
of the Conference limits. And it would commend these claims 
to the careful and grave consideration of the proper authorities. 

Meanwhile the increasing claims of the destitute colored 
population must not be ignored. New fields are opening before 
us, the claims of which are pressed with an earnestness which 
nothing but deeply felt necessity could dictate. And the ques- 
tion is pressed upon us, what shall we do ? Must not the con- 
tributions of the Church be more liberal and systematic ? Must 
not the friends of the enterprise become more zealous 1 Will 
not the wealthy patrons of our Society, whose people are served, 
contribute a sum, equal in the aggregate, to the salary of the 
missionaries who serve their people 1 This done, and every 
claim urged upon your Board shall be honored. 

This is a wondrous work ! God loves it, honors it, blesses it ! 
He has crowned it with success. The old negro has abandoned 
his legendary rights and has sought and found favor with God 
through Jesus Christ. The catechumens have received into 
their hearts the gracious instructions given by the missionary, 
and scores of them are converted annually and become worthy 
members of the Church. Here lies the most inviting field of 
labor. To instruct these children of Ham in the plan of salva- 
tion, to pre-occupy their minds with “ the truth as it is in Jesus,” 
to see them renounce the superstitions of their forefathers and 
embrace salvation’s plan, would make an angel’s heart rejoice. 

The fidelity of our missionaries in this department of their 
work is worthy of all commendation. 

Our tabular returns furnish results the most encouraging and 
gratifying. As these returns will be published at an early date, 
an aggregate statement will be sufficient ior our present purpose. 

The Board has had under its care during the year now closing 
thirty-one missions, served by thirty-six missionaries. Seven of 
these missions were established for the special benefit of the 
whites in thinly settled sections of the country within our Con- 
ference bounds. Twenty-four of these missions have been 
established for the benefit of the colored population found in 
those portions of the Conference District where they could not 
otherwise receive regular pastoral instruction. Success has 
crowned the labors of these faithful men, and many have been 
gathered into the fold of Christ. 

There are now connected with these missions 1434 white 
members, including those on trial ; and there are 407 white 
children regularly instructed by the missionaries. 

There are 12,102 colored members of the Church, including 
probationers, and 5795 colored children are regularly catechised.

colored probationers. The Mission is reported in healthful con- 
dition ? 75 children under instruction. 

2. Bluffton Mission was served the past year by Rev. Sam’l 
Beard. 8 plantations served. A population of' about 4000. 
40 white and 173 colored members ; 175 under catechetical in- 
struction. The condition of this Mission is very good. 

3. Cooper River Mission was served the past year by Rev. G W 
Moore, who reports 35 plantations ; 693 colored members, and 
210 on probation ; 462 children catechised. The Board recom-

H. Harmon, who reports 20 plantations served ; 15 preaching 
places; 7 white members, and 15 on probation ; 862 colored 
members, and 22 on probation ; 541 children catechised. The 
population of the Mission is about 3000. Its condition is good. 

10. Black Mingo Mission was served the past year by Rev. 
W. Carson, who reports 6 preaching places ; 9 white members, 
289 colored, and 2 on probation ; 208 children catechised. 

1 1 . The Sampit Mission was served the past year by the Rev. 
T. Mitchell, who reports 7 plantations served ; 4 preaching 
places ; 70 colored members, and 13 on probation ; 400 children 
catechised. The state of the Mission is good. 

12. Black River and Pee Dee Mission was served the past 
year by Revs. J. W. Miller and A. J. Evans, who report 86 white 
members, 21 on probation, and 1371 colored members, and 224 
on probation ; 500 children catechised. The condition of the 
Mission is good. There are 20 plantations served, and 9 preach- 
ing places. 

13. Society Hill Mission was served the past year by the Rev. 

I. P. Hughes, who reports 14 plantations served ; 5 preaching 
places ; 7 white members, 132 colored, and 27 on probation ; 200 
children catechised. The condition of the Mission is good. 

14. Liberty Chapel Mission was served the past year by Rev. 
A. McCorquodale, who reports 10 plantations served ; 9 preach- 
ing places ; 26 white members, and 5 on probation ; 235 colored, 
and 96 on probation ; 213 children catechised. There is on 
this Mission a white Sabbath School, 1 superintendent^ teachers, 
20 scholars. The Mission is in a prosperous condition. 

15. The Waccamaw Mission was served the past year by Rev. 

J. A. Minnick until about the 1st of March, when he died in 
great peace, and was succeeded by Rev. C. Betts, who reports 
13 plantations served; 5 preaching places ; 40 white members ; 
556 colored, 226 on probation ; 258 children catechised. The 
condition of the Mission is good. 

16. Congaree Mission was served the past year by Rev. N. 
Talley, who reports 6 preaching places ; 14 white members, and 
2 on probation ; 874 colored members, and 21 on probation ; 
302 children catechised. This Mission is reported to be in a 
healthy condition. 

17. Richland" Fork Mission was served the past year by the 
Rev. A. L. Smith, who reports 44 white members, 12 on 
probation ; 273 colored, and 23 on probation ; 125 children 
catechised. There is a white Sabbath School on this Mission, 
with 1 superintendent, 4 teachers, and 20 children, 120 volumes 
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in library. The Mission is reported to be in a sound and 
healthy condition. 

18. Upper Santee was served the past year by the Rev. A. P. 
Avant, who reports 27 plantations served ; 62 white members ; 
618 colored, 160 on probation, and 320 children catechised. 
The condition of the Mission is good. 

19. Graniteville Mission was served the past year by the Rev. 
W. W. Mood, who reports 84 white members, and 7 on proba- 
tion ; 1 colored member. There is a Sabbath School of whites 
on the Mission, 10 officers and teachers, 70 children, and 200 
volumes in library. The Mission is in an excellent condition. 

20. Tyger and Enoree Mission was served the past year by 
the Rev. John Finger, who reports 23 plantations served ; 12 
preaching places ; 277 members, 71 on probation, and 450 chil- 
dren catechised. The Mission is in a sound condition. 

21. The Walhalla Mission was served the past year by Rev. 
J. H. Zimmerman, who reports 8 preaching places ; 135 white 
members, and 8 on probation ; 15 colored members ; 1 Sabbath 
School, 1 superintendent, 6 teachers, and 25 scholars. The Mis- 
sion is in a sound condition. 

22. The Jocassee Mission was served the past year by the 
Rev. Wm. Lively, who reports 12 appointments ; 165 white 
members of the Church, and 5 on probation. There are on this 
Mission 2 Sabbath Schools, 16 officers and teachers, 88 children, 
and 70 volumes in library. 

23. Water ee Mission was served the past year by the Revs. 
J. L. Shuford and E. A. Lemmond, who report 9 preaching 
places ; 12 plantations served; 36 white members, and 19 on 
probation; 1015 colored members, and 195 on probation ; 920 
children catechised. The Mission is in a prosperous condition. 

24. The Catawba Mission was served the past year by the 
Rev. A. J. Cauthen, who reports 7 preaching places ; 9 white 
members, and 19 on probation ; 445 colored members, and 78 
on probation ; 200 children catechised. 

25. Broad River Miss' on was served the pa ; st year by the Rev. 
H. W. Haynes, who reports 6 preaching places, and 25 white 
members of the Church. There is also a Sabbath School (Union) 
connected with this Mission, of 20 children. This Mission is 
thought to be promising. 

26. The South Mountain Mission was served the past year by 
Rev. A. Stamey, who reports 236 white members, and 76 on 
probation ; 5 colored members, and 1 1 on probation. There 
were 4 Sabbath Schools, 14 teachers, and 75 children. The 
Board recommend the • division of this Mission into Upper and 
Lower South Mountain. 

27. The John’s River Mission was served the past year by Rev. 
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N. H. Kagler, who reports 5 preaching places ; 109 children 
catechised. This Mission is not yet properly organized, and the 
members will be reported with those of the Morganton and 
Lenoir Circuits. The Mission is thought to be in a prosperous 
condition. 

28. Pon Pon Mission was served the past year by Rev. P. G. 
Bowman, who reports 4 churches ; 529 colored members, 107 on 
probation, and 160 children catechised. There are 10 planta- 
tions served. 

29. The Edisto and Jehossee Mission was served the past year 
by the Rev. C. Wilson, who reports 13 plantations served ; 7 
preaching places ; 521 members of the Church, and 182 on pro- 
bation. Condition good. 

30. Upper Waccamaw Mission was served the past year by 
the Rev. G. K. Andrews, who reports 14 preaching places ; 147 
white members, 16 on probation ; 53 colored members, 4 on 
probation. Condition good. 

31. The Ashepoo Mission was served the past year by the 
Rev. H. F. Porter, who reports 12 plantations served ; 7 preach- 
ing places ; 244 members of the Church, and 188 children 
catechised. 

After the reading of the Report the meeting was addressed 
by J. B. McFerrin, D.D., and L. D. Huston, D.D., of Nashville, 
Tenn., and the usual collection taken up. (See Treasurer’s 
Report.) 

After the audience were dismissed, the Society held its regular 
annual meeting, electing the following Officers for the year 
ensuing :

CONSTITUTION OF THE SOUTH CAROLINA CONFERENCE 
SUNDAY SCHOOL SOCIETY. 

Article I. This Society shall he called “ The South Carolina Con- 
ference Sunday School Society, Auxiliary to the Sunday School Society 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South.” 

Article II. The Officers of this Society shall be a President, two 
Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and Treasurer, and also a Board ot Managers, 
consisting of the Presiding Elder and a layman from each Presiding 
Elder’s District within the hounds of the Conference. Seven of whom 
shall form a quorum. 

Article III. It shall he the duty of the President to preside at all 
meetings of the Society, and in his absence, one of the Vice-Presidents, 
and in the.absence of the President and both Vice-Presidents, the Society 
shall elect a President pro tern . 

Article IV. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a record of 
all the proceedings of the Society. 

Article V. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive and dis- 
burse the funds of the Society as directed by the Board of Managers, and 
report the same at each annual meeting. 

Article VI. The Board of Managers shall meet annually at the seat 

3 
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of the Annual Conference, on the Monday immediately preceding the Ses- 
sion, at 9 o’clock, A. M. It shall be the duty of the Board to superintend 
the general interest, deliberate upon, and carry out the objects of the 
Sunday School cause, by encouraging the establishment of Sunday Schools, 
raising funds, procuring libraries and devising the best methods of in- 
struction ; and, also, toafeake By-Laws for its own government. 

Article VII. The tracers of this Society shall be elected annually. 

Article VIII. Any person may become a member of this Society by 
the payment of 50 cents ; and the contribution of $10 shall constitute 
membership for life. 

Article IX. This Constitution shall not be altered but by a vote of 
two-thirds in an annual meeting, present and voting on the occasion. 

Article X. The Anniversary of the Society shall be held on the first 
Friday evening during the session of the Conference. 

The following officers were elected to serve for the ensuing year :

BEPORT ON BOOK AND TRACT DEPOSITORY AND SOUTH- 
ERN CHRISTIAN ADVOCATE. 

The Committee appointed in reference to a Book Depository and the 
Southern Christian Advocate, after giving to the subject referred to them 
the consideration which its importance demands and their time would 
allow, beg leave respectfully to report : That they recommend to the South 

Carolina Conference to originate a Book and Tract Society, to be formed 
and governed by the following 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article I. This Association shall be called and known by the name 
of “ The Rook and Tract Society of the South Carolina Conference.” 

Article II. The objects of this Society shall be : First, The establish- 
ment in the City of Charleston of a Book and Tract Depository for said 
Conference, (in accordance with the recommendation of the late General 
Conference of our Church,) for the supply of the Church and people 
within the bounds of said Conference, specially with moral and religious 
literature ; Second, The augmentation of the capital of the Publishing 
House of our Church at Nashville ; and, Third, The extension and pro- 
pagation of Sunday Schools. 

Article III. The capital of the Society shall be raised by shares of 
$100 each; one half of which shall be employed in the business of the 
Depository in Charleston, and the other half to be paid over to the Pub- 
lishing House at Nashville. Not less than one fourth of each share shall 
be paid in cash, or a note at six months bearing interest from date, at the 
time of subscribing, and the remainder shall be paid in three equal annual 
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instalments from the time of subscribing : a note or notes being taken in 
each case; and each $100 subscribed shall entitle the subscriber to a share 
in the capital stock of the Society. 

Article IV. The benefits to shareholders shall be as follows, viz : 
First, Each shareholder shall, from the time Mpubscribing, be a member 
of this Society; and his heirs or assigns owni^Baid share shall enjoy all 
the privileges and advantages of the original slBrfcholder ; Second, When 
$50 of said share shall have been paid, be shall receive a copy of the 
Genealogical Family Bible, to be furnishecF%y the Publishing House at 
Nashville free of cost to the Society; Third, When the whole amount 
shall have been paid, he shall be entitled to receive for each share $5 
premium in books and tracts of our publication at retail prices, annually, 
to be applied for within each year. 

Article V. Any corporate body connected with our Church or its 
institutions may become a shareholder in this Society ; the money of such 
corporation to be employed only in the business of the Depository in 
Charleston. 

Article VI. There shall be ji Board of Managers, consisting of twelve 
persons, for the direction of the business of the Society, to be elected 
annually by the Society, six of whom shall be members of the South 
Carolina Conference, and six shall be laymen of the M. E. Church, South. 
The Board shall elect its own officers, who shall be the officers of the 
Society also, and shall have power to fill vacancies in its own body. Seven 
members shall be a quorum. 

Article VII. The Board shall have power to purchase from the 
General Book Agent the present stock of merchandise constituting the 
Depository in Charleston, with all property, real or personal, belonging 
thereto, or any part thereof, and proceed to business on any part of the 
capital being subscribed and paid, at their discretion. 

Article VIII. The Society shall meet annually at time and place of 
the meeting of the South Carolina Conference; and shall, besides the 
election of the Board of Managers, take into consideration the state of 
the Church and country in regard to the supply 'of moral and religious 
literature, and the condition and wants of Sunday Schools, and shall re- 
port to the Conference, and cooperate with the same, in regard to these 
interests. Twenty-five members shall constitute a quorum. 

Article IX. All voting in the Society shall be by shares, whenever 
demanded by any member, each share entitling its holder to one vote. 

Article X. This Constitution may be altered or amended by the vote 
of the Society at an annual meeting and the concurrent vote of the South 
Carolina Conference, except the Fifth Article, which shall require for its 
alteration the concurrent vote of each corporation holding stock, relative 
to its own shares. 

Your Committee further recommend for adoption by the Conference 
the resolutions following, viz : 

1. Resolved, That the Presiding Elders be and they hereby are re- 
quested and authorised to present and explain the nature of the Book and 
Tract Society in their respective districts, and procure subscribers, receiv- 
ing the cash and taking notes, as the Constitution prescribes ; and further, 



that they shall give to the money and notes so received the direction 
which may be ordered by the Board of Managers of the Society. 

2. Resolved, That we do hereby adopt the Southern Christian Advocate 
as the organ of the Methqdist Episcopal Church, South, within the bounds 
of the South Carolina Qipference. 

3. Resolved, That hereby constituteand appoint H. A. C. Walker 
and Wm. Martin comHpioners on behalf of this Conference, to carry 
out, in conjunction wifn the General Book Agent, the provisions of the 
Discipline (pp. 299, 300) restive to the transfer of the Advocate afore- 
said. 

4. Resolved, That W. P. Mouzon and J. Stacy be, and hereby are ap- 
pointed the Publishing Committee of said Advocate. 

5. Resolved, That we do hereby appoint and constitute H. A. C. 
Walker, to be present, as our agent, at the approaching session of the 
Florida Conference, to ask that Conference to cooperate with us in the 
foregoing measures. And 

6. Resolved, That we respectfully request the Bev. Dr. Myers to present 

the same subjects to the Georgia Conference, soliciting cooperation on the 
part of that body. * 

7. Resolved , That in case of cooperation, the Sixth Article of the fore- 
going Constitution shall hereby be, without further action by the Society, 
so altered as to provide that four members of the Board of Managers shall 
be chosen by the Book and Tract Society of the South Carolina Conference ; 
four by the Society of the Georgia Conference, and four by the Society of 
the Florida Conference -; each Society electing two members of the Board 
from among the members of the Conference originating said Society, and 
two members from among the lay members of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. 

8. Resolved, That should the Southern Christian Advocate be adopted 
by the Georgia and Florida Conferences, the South Carolina Conference 
shall choose two members of its Publishing Committee; the Georgia 
Conference two members ; and the Florida Conference two members. 

Your Committee report further : That it appears from the Exhibit of 
the Publishing House referred to them, that after deducting liabilities there 
is a balance, in real estate, bonds, accounts, merchandise, fixtures, etc., etc., 
in favor of the concern, amounting to upwards of $300,000 ; and that 
the Report of the Publishing Committee of the Southern Christian Advo- 
cate, also referred, shows a very satisfactory condition of its affairs. Your 
Committee recommend for adoption by the Conference the following resolu- 
tion, viz : 

Resolved, That we are highly gratified by the condition and prospects 
of the Publishing House and of the Southern Christian Advocate as 
shown in the exhibit of these respective concerns, and do hereby pledge 
ourselves to renewed and increasing efforts to advance the interests of both 
by an enlarged circulation of our books, and by procuring new subscribers 
to the Advocate and collecting debts due to it.

CONSTITUTION OF THE I1IST0R*L SOCIETY OF THE 
SOUTH CAROLINA CONFERENCE OF THE M. E. 
CHURCH, SOUTH. 

Article T. This Association shall be denominated “ The Historical 
Society of the South Carolina Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South.” 

Article II. The object of this Society shall be to collect and preserve 
information in connection with the rise and progress of Methodism within 
the bounds of the South Carolina Annual Conference and elsewhere; 
likewise objects of curiosity and interest in the form of Manuscripts, 
Rooks, Pamphlets, Medals, Portraits, etc., etc., and any thing that may 
shed light upon this interesting subject. 

Article III. The property of this Association shall be deposited at 
Wofford College, and each article numbered and labelled legibly with the 
name of the Association, the name of the donor, and date at which it was 
presented ; the number, etc., to correspond with a like entry upon a register 
kept for that purpose. 

Article IV. All the property of the Association shall be open to the 
inspection of the members of the Society and others, under such restric- 
tions and regulations as may be adopted by the Board of Curators; and 
in no case shall any article of any kind be removed from the Museum or 
Depository ; which Depository shall contain, under the same restrictions 
and regulations, for the benefit of the members a Library, as rapidly 
formed as circumstances may admit. 

Article Y. The interests of the Society shall be under the supervision 
of a President, three Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, a Recording and Cor- 
responding Secretary, three Curators, and a Board of nine Managers; the 
said officers to be elected annually and continue in office until their succes- 
sors be appointed. 

Article VI. The Officers and Managers shall meet annually at the 
seat of the Conference session. Five shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business — the Curators being ex officio members of the 
Board. The Society shall meet annually during the Conference session 
for the purpose of hearing a lecture, electing officers, and attending to any 
other necessary business. The times and places of the meeting of the 
Board and Society shall be made known by the President of the Associa- 
tion. 

Article VII. An initiation fee of Fifty Cents and an annual contribu- 
tion of Fifty Cents shall constitute a member for one year; len Dollars a 
life member ; and donations of value shall constitute the donor an honorary 
member.

The Third Anniversary of The Historical Society of the South Carolina 
Conference of the M. E. Church, South, was celebrated in Trinity Church, 
Charleston, S. C., on Saturday afternoon, Dec. 4th, 1858. Wm. M. W ight- 
man, D.D., 1st Vice-President, in the chair. The exercises of the meeting 
were commenced with prayer by. Rev. N. Talley, 8d Vice-President. 

A. M. Shipp then proceeded to read his address, in which he narrated 
with great care and force the early history of Methodism in those portions 
of Western North Carolina embraced in the territorial limits of the Con- 
ference. Pending the reading of the narrative, it was, on motion, 

Resolved , That the Society do now adjourn to meet again on Monday 
afternoon, half-past 3 o’clock, to finish the reading of the address and elect 
officers for the ensuing year. 

On Monday afternoon, Dec. 6th, the Society met, and was opened with 
prayer by Joseph Cross, W. A. Gamewell in the chair. Prof. Shipp then 
resumed and continued the reading of his narrative. 

Bro. Shipp, by special resolution, was requested to continue his narrative 
so as to cover other portions of our Conference territory; and the Presi- 
dent was requested to designate other brethren of the ministry and laity 
who should gather up such facts and incidents touching the early history 
of our Church as may be within their reach ; and that the papers so pre- 
pared be placed at the disposal of Bro. Shipp. A vote of thanks was 
tendered to Bro. Shipp for his services on this occasion. 

The Parchment of Rev. John Harper, signed by the Rev. John Wesley, 
and bearing date 4th day of August, 1 / 8 i , presented to the Conference 
by Mrs. Judge Harper, through Wm. Martin, was presented to the Society 
by the President, who had had it put in an appropriate frame; and on 
motion it was accepted, and ordered to be deposited in the Museum of the 
Society in Wofford College.

The Board held their usual meetings during the Conference session, and 
with the concurrence of the Conference adopted the following Financial 
Plan, and also the Assessments to be raised by the different stations, cir- 
cuits and missions of the Conference as follows : 

FINANCIAL PLAN. 

1. It shall be the duty of the Board, after ascertaining the vTiole amount 
of claim against them, annually to apportion the same to the several cir- 
cuits and stations in the Conference district, and each preacher having 
charge of a circuit or station, shall furnish his successor with the amount 
apportioned to his charge. 

2. Each preacher shall make all necessary efforts to collect the money 
apportioned to his charge by the Board. 

3. The preacher in charge of each circuit shall (at the close of the Con- 
ference year) fix the first appointment for his successor at the church 
nearest the Parsonage (or place of boarding), and shall allow him there- 
after at least one week to arrange for the year; during which time (the 
day to be fixed the preceding year, by the preacher and stewards,) the 
stewards shall hold the first meeting at the Parsonage, or place of board- 
ing, at which it shall be the duty of each steward to attend. 

4. Each Board of Stewards respectively, shall ascertain the whole claim 
against the circuit for the current year, both for quarterage and travelling 
expenses, as definitely as possible; and they shall then make an estimate 
of the family expenses of the preacher, or preachers of the circuit, 
including servant’s hire and house rent (if a house be rented), and the 
entire claim against The circuit for the current year shall be apportioned 
to the several congregations composing the circuit forthwith; each con- 
gregation being notified immediately the amount it is expected to collect. 

5. The stewards shall divide the congregations composing the circuit 
among themselves, and shall make all necessary efforts to collect the 
amounts apportioned to them. 

6. It shall be duty of the stewards to open subscription books in each 
congregation, to meet the current claim; and they shall, also, cause

public collections to be taken up, if they deem it necessary, for the same 
purpose. 

7. The Stewards shall settle with the preachers quarterly, and to this 
end the subscriptions shall be taken in o^rterD instalments. 

8. The Conference collections for of our superannuated 

preachers, widows and orphans of meet the claims of 

preachers deficient in quarterage, in each congregation 

as early in the year as practicable. 

9 The Board of District Stewards i^^^^^B^tanding board for four 
years ; provided nevertheless , that shoi^^BBfacancy occur in the Board, 
such vacancy shall be supplied by tajj^Bptrtcrly Conference; and each 
district steward shall be charged with effecting the amount apportioned 
for the Presiding Elder, to the circuit or station where he resides. 

10. The Board of District Stewards shall he charged with the work of 
supplying the district Parsonage with suitable furniture, and shall be 
authorized to take up collections for this object in their respective charges. 

11. Each member of the joint Board, and more especially the Chair- 
man thereof, shall feel it his duty to be active in endeavoring to improve 
the financial condition of the church, by correspondence with the stewards 
of the several charges, by public addresses to the church at suitable times, 
or in any other way he may deem best. 

12. The Circuit Stewards shall make arrangements early in the year, 
if they deem it necessary, to receive from the congregations assigned to 
them respectively, such provisions as they may be able to give, for tbe 
support of tlic preaeber’s family ; which shall be delivered at the Parsonage 
at market prices, and shall he placed to the credit of the church sending 
it as family expenses. 

13. The Board of Stewards on their respective charges are requested 
to cooperate with the ministers laboring among them, in securing the 
amount the charge has been requested to collect as Conference collection, 
by private applications to our wealthier members, and if necessary, by 
public collections in the respective congregations. 

14. The respective Boards of Stewards shall have authority to retain 
any surplus Conference collection, to meet the deficiencies, if any, in the 
current expenses in the charge where it is collected. 

15. The Missionaries are requested to solicit donations for the benefit 
of the superannuated preachers, the widows and orphans of preachers, 
together with the deficient effective preachers of the Conference, from the 
white membership of the church under their care. 

16. The Presiding Elders shall constitute a standing committee, to ascer- 
tain the names of claimants, and the amount of claim each has upon the 
funds managed by the Board, which information shall be placed in the 
hands of some member of the Board during the first or second session of 
the Conference annually.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION, ADOPTED 
BY THE CONFERENCE. 

The Committee on Education beg leave respectfully to report : 

That from the documents submitted to their inspection by order of the 
Conference, the following statement of the condition and prospects of the , 
institutions of learning which are under the patronage of the South 
Carolina Conference, has been compiled. 

Wofford College. — This flourishing Institution has entered upon 
the fifth year of its operations. It numbers 70 matriculated students, 
and upwards of 40 in the Preparatory Department. Its course of studies 
is as ample as that of American Colleges of the first class, and the scholar- 
ship insisted upon by its Faculty of instruction is thorough. The College

While Wofford College is destined 
to render illustrious the name of its founder, it bids fair to confer upon 
the country and the Church benefits of the highest order, intellectual and 
religious. The present session of the Annual Conference has witnessed 
an ingathering of its first fruits into the Itinerant ministry, to be succeeded 
year by year, the Committee devoutly trust, by an ever-increasing harvest. 
Its Faculty is composed of the following gentlemen : Rev. W. M. Wightman, 
D.D., President and Professor of Moral and Intellectual Science ; David 
Duncan, A. M., Professor of Ancient Languages, Rev. W. Smith, D.D., 
Professor of English Literature; J. H. Carlisle, A. M., Professor of 
Mathematics ; W DuPre, A. M., Professor of Chemistry * and R. W. 
Boyd, Principal of the Preparatory Department. 

The Cokesbury Institute. — This High School, which has been in 
successful operation during the last twenty-two years, retains its position 
among the favored institutions of learning in the State. During the past 
year nearly 80 students have been in attendance, of whom 9 have been bene- 
ficiaries on the Holloway foundation ; and four others, sons of travelling 
preachers, and two young men preparing for the ministry, who are educated 
at no charge for tuition fees. There has been a fine state of religious feel- 
ing among the students during the last session. It is worthy of honorable 
mention, that 47 effective ministers of the South Carolina Conference 
have received their literary education in this Institution. The Conference 
cannot overlook the interest they have in this seat of learning, nor relax 
their efforts to increase its patronage. The following officers constitute 
the Academic Faculty: Rev. S. B. Jones, Rector and Professor of Mathe- 
matics ) Rev. J. W. Wightman, A. M., Professor of Latin and Greek ; 
and A. Turpin, English Department. 

The Spartanburg Female College. — This Institution is in the 
fourth year of its scholastic operations. A gratifying success has marked 
its brief history thus far, two large classes of graduates having been sent 
oat from its halls. The number of young ladies in attendance is 87. The 
Rev. Dr. Taylor, the late President, having accepted an appointment under 
the General Conference, the vacancy was filled by the election of Dr. Cross, 
who, in connection with the able and accomplished Faculty of the College, 
has given universal satisfaction to the pupils and patrons of the Institution. 
The course has been thoroughly revised ; the Latin language has been 
extended through the four years, and other important changes have been 
made, constituting a higher standard of scholarship than has hitherto 
' een erected in any Collegiate Female School in the South. The cost of 
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the buildings and fixtures amounted to $22,200. On this there remains 
a debt of $4764. The furniture of the establishment and eight pianos 
cost $3800. The liabilities of the College are so arranged as to give a 
considerable length of time to meet^jtam. The Trustees gratefully 
acknowledge the kindness of the Confl^Hte m giving them the valuable 
services of the Rev. H. Id. Durant thc^j^Pt I te ar. as Agent, and respect- 
fully solicit his reappointment by the p^KingpBishop. A new Board of 
Trustees is to be elected at the present seflHp. The following constitute the 
Faculty, viz : Rev. Dr. Cross, President anoProfessor of Mental and Moral 
Philosophy and Belles Lettres ; G. B. Hanes, A. M., Professor Mathematics, 
Natural Science and Ancient Languages; Mrs. J. T. H. Cross, Instructress 
in English Branches; Mrs. Blaisdell, French, German and English; Mrs. 
Hanes, Ancient Languages ; Miss H. Anderson, Preparatory Department; 
Messrs. Saunier and Blaisdell, Professors of Music. 

* The Carolina Female College. — This is situated in Ansonville, 
N. C. Its condition does not vary materially from that which has been 
reported for the last two or three years. Its patronage has stood at about 
50 pupils. It is encumbered with liabilities to the extent of $10,000, 
incurred mainly by the erection of additional buildings, at a time when its 
halls were crowded with students. Unlooked for visitations of sickness a 
few years since, independent wholly of local causes, diminished its patron- 
age to a considerable extent. A very trifling relief was realized from the 
promised collections of the past year. Its friends earnestly ask that the 
Conference would adopt some means by which they may be freed from 
pecuniary difficulties. The Faculty of the Carolina Female College is the 
following: Rev. T. R. Walsh, President, Professor of Mental and Moral 
Science ; J. Gilliam, A. M., Professor of Natural Science and the 
Languages ; Miss J. Graham, Instructress in Music ; Miss S. Whitehurst, 
Ornamental and Elementary Department. 



The Davenport Female College. — This Institution, located at 
Lenoir, Caldwell County, N. C., commenced its scholastic operations in 
July last. Some changes in the arrangements for boarding rendered 
additional buildings necessary. These are now nearly completed, and the 
Committee take pleasure in saying that no serious incumbrance of debt 
has been incurred in setting on foot this valuable enterprise. The 
Board of Trustees have gone forward with a laudable energy, in which 
they have been seconded by the unwearied activity of the President of the 
College, the Rev. Henry M. Mood. The number of young ladies in at- 
tendance already amounts to nearly 50, though the Institution has been 
so recently opened. Its friends confidently anticipate for it a long and 
successful career. Lying near the beautiful Valley t>l the Yadkin, in an 
interesting portion of the mountain territory of the Conference, this College 
is destined to be a most useful auxiliary in the great work before the 
Church. The following compose the Faculty: viz. — Rev. H. M. Mood, 
A. M., President, and Professor of Mental and Moral Science, and English 
Literature; W. W. Wilbur, Professor of Mathematics; Mrs. L. A. Mood,
